T. H. JEWETT DEAD. 

The people of Bethel were shocked 
last Thursday morning to learn of the 
sudden death of Mr. T. II. Jewett, one 
of Bethel’s most highly respected 
citizens. 

Mr. Jewett has suffered for some time 
with rheumatism, but was apparent¬ 
ly as well as usual up to Thursday 
morning when he dropped away in¬ 
stantly while building the fire. The 
cause of his death is said to be rheu¬ 
matism of the heart. 

Mr. Jewett was 63 years of age, 
son of the late Leander and Mary Hast¬ 
ings Jewett. He leaves a wife and one 
daughter, Mrs, C. W. Godwin of Bethel. 
He was a farmer but during the past 
few years has traveled to some extent 
selling agricultural implements and has 
always been an active man in town af¬ 
fairs and at the time of his death 
was the collector of taxes in Bethel. 
Mr. Jewett was a man well known and 
held in high regard by all who knew 
lum, a man of good, sound judgment, 
level headed, and one whose opinion on 
public questions was considered of 
value.

Almost any flowers which an old- 
fashioned garden affords are lovely 
for a summer wedding, A bay win¬ 
dow is often used as the place for 
the bridal party to stand, and this 
lends itself particularly well to deco¬ 
ration, says the Housekeeper, 

The curtains can be drawn together 
and edged with delicate vines. Be¬ 
tween each window section, a tall 
evergreen tree planted in a large pot, 
painted white, can help to make a 
most graceful background. A low 
table covered with a white clotli can 
be set at. the back of the bay win¬ 
dow. Upon this may be placed a vase 
of blossoms of any desired hue, and 
two tall brass candlesticks bolding 
lighted tapers. 

A small white rug upon the floor 
in front of the table, marks tlie spot 
where the clergyman is to stand. 
Curving outward from the front of 
the bay window, small evergreen 
trees, also in white pots, can make a 
green chancel boundary; leaving an 
opening at the center where the 
bride and groom will stand. 

Another pretty arrangement is to 
have screens placed at the back of 
the bay window, covered with sprays 
of graceful bloom. The ceiling of 
the bay window can be covered with 
wire netting and massed with laurel 
leaves or other dark green; and hang¬ 
ing from this can be numerous 
lengths of fine .wire or string wound 
with vines, and each holding from its 
tip end a spray of blossoms—either 
roses, snowballs, peonies or lilies 
could be used, and the effect is lovely. 
White ribbons can form an aisle at 
the time of the bridal procession. If 
wished,, these ribbons can be held by 
four little girls dressed in white and 
crowned with flowers.

When peeling onions begin at tbe 
root end and peel upward, and the 
onions will affect tbe eyes scarcely 
at all. 

To remove fruit staius stretch tbe 
fabric containing the stain over tbe 
mouth of a hasin and pour boiling wa¬ 
ter on the stain. In cold weather fruit 
spots can frequently be removed by 
hanging the stained garments out of 
doors over night. If the stain has 
been fixed by time, soak the article 
in a weak solution of oxalic acid, or 
hold it over the fumes of sulphur. 

In buying canned goods examine 
the can carefully, and if the sides 
bulge reject them, as this denotes the 
presence of gas, which renders the 
contents unfit for food. 

One of the latest ideas is that cel¬ 
ery is a cure for rheumatism. It is 
asserted that the disease is impos¬ 
sible if the vegetable be cooked and 
freely eaten. Tbe celery should he 
cut iuto pieces and boiled in water 
until soft, and the water drunk by the 
patient. Put new milk, with a little 
flour and nutmeg iuto a saucepan with 
the boiled celery, serve it warm with 
pieces of toast, eat it with potatoes, 
and the painful ailment Will soon 
yield. 

The Lancet advocates. the use of 
Snails as food. The snail, it says, has 
been called ’’the poor man s oyster, 

It makes an excellent fish sauce and 
may be used for the same purpose as 
oyster sauce. Care must be exercised 
in ,tlie choice of the snail for food pur¬ 
poses, as it is well known that snails 
feed on poisonous plants, and it is 
the custom in France- to allow a few 
clays to elapse after they have been 
taken from their feeding ground in 
order that any poisonous matter may 
be eliminated. 

If horseradish is to be grated the 
simplest way is to put it through the 
meat chopper. 

To prevent making a great dust in. 
sweeping use moist sawdust On bare 
floors. If the floor is carpeted, mois¬ 
ten a newspaper, tear it into small 
pieces and scatter over the floor. The 
carpet will look much brighter than 
if swept in the ordinary way, ' ~ 

Hot water and soap generally re¬ 
move grease spots. If fixed by long 
standing, use either chloroform or 
naphtha. Both these must be used 
away from fire or artificial light. 

If eggs that are to be boiled hard 
are put into rapidly boiling water the 
yolks will not become dark on the 
outside.—Boston Budget and Beacon.

Other factors besides brain weight 
are known to influence intelligence.. It 
has long been nnown tliat tbe distin¬ 
guishing character- of the human brain 
is the large number of connecting 
fibers by which its cells are co-ordi¬ 
nated. In no other species are they 
so numerous or complicated. The cells 
constitute but a very small part of the 
weight. There is now considerable 
evidence that tbe same rule applies 
among individual men and that those 
of great intelligence have more con¬ 
nections. so that their cells can do 
more and better “team work," 

Home investigations have shown the 
corpus callosum to have a large cross 
section in men who have shown great 
ability. It is also known that the 
brains of able men are likely to pre¬ 
sent more convulsions and deeper ones 
than the average, as if there were 
more brain cells as well as more con 
neetions. A few observations in the 
lower races point to the fact that their 
brains are essentially different in mi¬ 
croscopic organization, partly account¬ 
ing for less intelligence. 

All these facts will fully explain 
why men of intelligence in the higher 
races may have brains not notably 
heavy, but they do not disprove the 
general statement that as a class such 
men do possess brains heavier than the 
average. 

The mistake arises from tbe failure 
to recognize that noted men who have 
shown intellectual power not infre¬ 
quently were sharply limited to one or 
two directions, being very defective in 
other directions. Blind Tom was an 
idiot, in fact—an extreme case of what 
is quite common. At the other ex¬ 
treme was Gambetta, who was not 
much more than an orator, whose cere¬ 
bral speech centers were found to be 
highly developed. The rest of bis 
brain was small, and his general in¬ 
tellectual power and judgment were 
decidedly defective. Ability in one or 
two lines may make a man famous, 
while he is really very defective, and 
bis brain proves to be small. 

Heavy brains are not necessarily in¬ 
tellectual ones, or elephants would be 
in the class of geniuses. 

The material might also be patho¬ 
logic and tbe possessor an imbecile. 
It often happens that men of big 
brain and great ability suffer from 
early neglect and are found in lowly 
emifloyments or may remain ignorant 
through life. These few facts do not 
prove that large brains are worthless 
and not indicative of mental power as 
a rule. We cannot get away from the 
fact that man as an animal is supreme 
because of his large brain; that among 
races the brainiest are tbe highest, and 
that in any one race the most intel¬ 
ligent, as a rule, are those who have 
the .most brains. 

Men of small brains are not the lead¬ 
ers, and no statistics of the brain 
weights of a few exceptional men 
noted for limited abilities can reverse 
the rule. Universities do not create 
brains, but merely train what exists, 
so that the owners are better fitted for 
the battle of life. Many a man is 
sent r.o college who should be handling 
a pick and shovel, and ' he never 
amounts to much, even though he 
subsequently makes his living at some 
very limited specialty. 


When doughnuts turn out rough 
and clumsy, they are perhaps made 
too rich or too soft, or both. Dough-1 
nuts soak fat, if made too rich. Here 
is my recipe: 

To one cup sugar add two eggs, 
three-quarters cup milk, one table¬ 
spoon melted butter, one-half (scant) 
teaspoon salt, the same of cinnamon, 
and a little grated nutmeg, Use one 
heaping teaspoon baking powder, and 
flour enough to make dough stiff 
enough to be handled. 

Beat eggs, add sugar, then butter, 
then seasoning, then milk; then sift 
in flour (about a pint), into which you 
have put salt and baking powder. 
Now beat until smooth and fine, add¬ 
ing a little more flour if necessary. 
Take out upon a board about a third 
of the dough at a time, putting tbe 
scraps back and stirring into' the 
dough each time. Have no flour on 
tbe outside of the cakes when put 
into fat. These v/ill not soak fat (if 
fried properly), and will keep then- 
shape—smooth outside and of fine, 
close texture inside, and not tough, 
says a writer in Farm and Home. 

Clarify fat by boiling a raw potato 
in it. I always clean tbe black sedi¬ 
ment from the bottom of fat before 
using, 9 

Try it by dropping one of tbe little 
centers in. If it rises almost instan¬ 
taneously, it is hot enough. To fill 
tbe kettle with uncooked cakes all at 
once, and take -out all at once, chills 
the fat too much. Then it ' gets too 
hot later. Manage to have the kettle 
full, but only two or three done at a 
time, and two or three uncooked ones 
added at a time.

Jellied chicken is very nice for a 
company tea or Sunday dinner. Dress, 
clean and cut up a four-pound fowl. 
Put it in a kettle with a sliced, onion, 
a stalk of celery, and two or three 


slices of carrot. Cover With boiling 
water, and cook until tbe meat falls 
from tbe' bones. When half cooked 
add a tablespoon of salt. Remove tbe 
chicken when cooked, and free from 
skin and bones. Reduce the stock to 
three-fourths of a cup, season it if 
needed, strain, and skim off tbe fat. 
Decorate the bottom of a buttered 
mold with slices of hard-boiled eggs, 
pack in the chicken meat, nicely sea¬ 
soned, pour on the stock, cover, and 
place the mold under a heavy weight. 
Keep in a cool place until firm. If 
the weather is warm it is better to 
add one-half a. tablespoonful of gran¬ 
ulated gelatine to the stock. 

A delightful summer drink, says 
tbe Farmer’s Voice, is called giiiger- 
ade. Boil together one quart of wa¬ 
ter and one cup of sugar; add one- 
fourth ounce of white ginger root 
broken in small pieces, and let it 
boil 20 minutes longer. Remove from 
tlie fire and add one cupful of orange 
juice and tbe juice of one lemon. 
Strain and cool. Serve with pow¬ 
dered ice. Cherry juice may be usedj 
in place of orange juice if preferred.'

Antiquated and Silly Ideas That Still 
Prevail in European and 
Asiatic Courts. 

Time has not brought about a re¬ 
adjustment of many of the antiquated 
customs that surround royalty. When 
the king of Spain was 12 years of 
age he one day had the misfortune 
to slip and fall down a flight of the 
palace steps. The fall would very 
probably bave been attended with fa¬ 
tal results had It not been for a serv¬ 
ant who extended a kindly hand and 
saved his young master by breaking 
the fall. 

■ But, by a stringent rule of Spanish 
etiquette, no servant may dare touch 
the sacred person of the king, and for 
this "grave” offense the servant wns 
at once dismissed from his position. 

By a remai’kahle law' of royal eti¬ 
quette, which has existed for a num¬ 
ber of years past at the court if Siam, 
no person is permitted to sleep in an 
apartment situated above that occu¬ 
pied by the king. A deliberate breach 
of this rule has on more than one oc¬ 
casion been punished by death. 

. Recently, when the king of Siam 
paid a visit to Paris, a number of 
bedrooms were reserved, directly above 
that in - which the king was to have 
slept, for the dusky followers of the 
royal visitor. The blunder caused 
great consternation among tbe fearful 
courtiers, until the matter was ex¬ 
plained to the management and duly 
rectified. All the courtiers and serv-f 
ants were placed in bedrooms on floors 
below that occupied by the sovereign. 

When the emperor or empress of 
China appears in public, no other per¬ 
son is allowed to occupy a higher 
place. Therefore, on such occasions 
the shutters of all buildings are 
drawn, and the upper parts of the 
houses past which the royal proces¬ 
sion is expected to move are deserted, 
‘the inhabitants swarming to the 
ground floors in order to show due 
deference to their rulers. 

LIFE OF ADVENTURE. 

President Diaz of Mexico Has Had 

Many Narrow Escapes from Death 
. —Hid in Sofa Seat. 

Porfirio Diaz, seven times president 
of Mexico, has had some wonderful ad¬ 
ventures. Most amazing of all was his 
escape from his opponents’ clutches 
on the steamship City of Havana. A 
splash of a man overboard was heard 
by the ship’s watch at night, and Diaz 
was at once sought for and missed, 
while a ship’s huoy was missing also. 
As it was found a little later thrown 
up on shore there was little doubt that 
Diaz had made good his escape. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the steamer, on its arrival 
at Vera Cruz, was rigorously and mi¬ 
nutely searched—in vain. Still, the 
commandant of the port surrounded 
the vessel while in harbor with boats 
manned by soldiers to preclude all pos¬ 
sibility of his escape. But he escaped, 
nevertheless. After having been for 
seven days and nights sewn up, half- 
suffocated, in a soft seat m the purser’s 
cabin, where he had again and again 
been sat upon by the officers who were 
searching for 'him, he contrived, in the 
disguise of a sailor, to pass undetected 
through the cordon of blockading 
boats. 

Cold Friday. 

There seems to be an agreement that 
the “Cold Friday” was January 19, 
1810. The day before had been very 
warm, with southerly wind, the ther¬ 
mometer in some places going as high 
as 60 degrees. Toward sunset there 
was an appearance of a coming storm, 
like a heavy thunder shower. It burst 
upon the western part of Massachu¬ 
setts about sunset, or a little later, in 
a snow squall, from the northwest, of 
terrific violence, with the power and 
fury of a tornado.

At midnight the ther¬ 
mometer was at zero and the next 
morning at 20 degrees below, and in 
some places lower, Friday was insuf¬ 
ferably cold. The wind was strong and 
the thermometer did not rise to zero 
over much of New England and in 
New York and in Canada it was still 
lower. The storm passed over a large 
part of the country, and everywhere 
with a great, degree of cold.

In our illustration we show the re¬ 
sults of cutting back as practiced on 
an old peach tree at the Ohio experi¬ 
ment station. This tree, illustrated in 
the comer of our illustration was al¬ 
ready an old tree and waning in vigor 
when the station purchased the 
ground on which it stands. In the 
spring of 1905 it was severely cut 
hack and left. 

The cutting back was effective in 
starting new growths, and in the fall 
of the same year it looked as shown 
in the cut. To all appearances it has 
renewed its youth.

One of the best preventives to- keep 
the moth from laying eggs for the 
peach tree bore is to -draw away the 
earth in the fall down to the crown of 
the roots and coat the stem to one foot 
above ground with a thick coat of lin¬ 
seed oil and white lead, without any 
turpentine at all. But even when this 
is done tlierC will he found occasional 
borers, Therefore, now is the time to 
look over the orchard, and-wherever a 
gummy exudation is seen at the base 
of a tree the borer is at work and 
should be cut out at once and all “the 
damaged bark and gum removed. Re¬ 
peat the examination late in summer 
and you can keep the orchard fairly 
free from the borers. The next thing 
in the bearing peach orchard will be 
the fight against the curculio which 
cause the fruit to be wormy. No 
amount of spraying will do much for 
this sucker, for he is not eating the 
poison. The Only way to fight him is 
to have a broad apparatus like an in¬ 
verted umbrella made with a light- 
frame covered with cotton cloth. A 
slit on one side admits it round the 
tree, and then a jarring of the tree 
Wilt cause the bitten fruit and the 
bugs to fall into the receptacle; the 
curculio will not attempt to fly,: hut 
Will feign death. Then turn the con 
tents into a pan of water on which 
some kerosene has been poured, to 
kill the insects. This jarring must 
be kept up at intervals until the fruit 
is moi'e than half grown if you want 
to avoid, wormy peaches. Jarring off 
the bitten fruit will only make the re¬ 
mainder better and the crop will not 
be reduced, for the trees usually 
over-bear.

The provision of soiling .crops to help 
out short pastures, is of great impor¬ 
tance and value to the dairy farmer. 
But there is necessarily much labor 
attached to preparing the ground, 
planting, raising and harvesting the 
common crops nsed for this purpose 
There is usually much loss in- being 
obliged to feed these crops before they 
are matured and after they are over¬ 
ripe. And for the farmer who can.make 
the larger investment, the most 
practical way of all to provide green 
feed for summer drought is to, fill a 
small silo with corn silage, It not 
only saves the labor and inconvenience 
in putting in and cultivation of small 
patches of different kinds of crops, but 
also in the harvesting from day to day 
in a busy season of the year. 

These soiling crops can be dispensed 
with and all the feed raised from 
one planting in one field in the shape 
of corn. The whole field of corn for 
the silo may he cut at just the right 
stage of maturity when the most nurti- 
ment can be secured in the best pos¬ 
sible condition for feeding. It also 
avoids the possibility of the soiling 
crops failing to I'ipen at the exact pe¬ 
riod when the drought happens to 
Strike the pasture. The silo may he 
opened whenever the pasture fails, re¬ 
gardless of the date, and the silage 
will remain in the best condition as 
long as needed. When the pasture 
supplies enough feed again, what is 
left in the silo may be covered over 
and thus preserved without waste and 
added to, when refilling the silo for 
winter use. 

For the dairy districts there is no 
soiling crop that will ‘yield more nu¬ 
triment per acre than corn put into the 
silo unless it is alfalfa, -which is dis¬ 
cussed later. 

Bulletin 101, issued by the Illinois 
station (and to be had for. the asking) 
gives full information upon “Crops for 
the Silo and Cost of Filling,” and bul¬ 
letin 102 treats of “The Construction of 
Silos.” 

Alfalfa,—Alfalfa is one of the best 
crops to grow for soiling, for two rea¬ 
sons. It furnishes a larger amount of 
nutriment per acre than any other 
crop grown, and because it grows up 
rapidly after being cut up and furnish¬ 
es a continuous supply of green 
feed. When a fair-sized, field is cut 
over, a portion each day as needed for 
feed, the first side of the field is ready 
for cutting again. 

Under proper conditions this crop 
will yield four tons of air-dry hay per 
acre, and at the university farm it has 
yielded eight and one-half tons per 
acre. With a yield of four tons it fur¬ 
nishes more than twice as much pro¬ 
tein as clover (three tons per acre) 
and about three times as much protein 
as corn at 60 bushels per acre. 

Corn silage and alfalfa, two of the 
best feeds for dairy cows, make prac¬ 
tically %a complete oc balanced ration 
in themselves. Several years’ expe¬ 
rience in supplying the university 
dairy herd With various kinds of soil¬ 
ing crops in midsummer has led to this 
high recommendation of corn Silage 
and alfalfa.

A CEMENT BLOCK SILO. 


How the New Method of Construc¬ 
tion. Was Used by a Michigan 
Farmer. 


The accompanying illustration shows 
a cement block silo on the farm ol 
Chris DeJonge of Michigan. Mr. De- 
jonge states that his silo is made of 
blocks 3x8x21 inches. The silo is 12 
feet in diameter, 24 feet high, and is 
surrounded at intervals of 32 inches 
with bands of iron to assist in holding 
the blocks in place. Doors 24x32 
inches make It easily possible for the 
silage to be taken out. These doors
